And only one person in a dozen 
knows how to blow his nose, a fact 
which accounts for a

cases of micidle ear infection,

probably favors the complete devel- 
opment of many a coryza or head 
"cold" which normally should have 
been aborted by natural process. 
The right way to blow the nose is 
a lot easier, though less resounding 
than the wrong way. The right way 
is the way the Greek, 
Italian 
or 
Polish laborer does, to-wit, one side 
at a time and that done well—only of 
course a handkerchief is . somewhat 
useful in this operation. 
When the 


double-barrelled method is used, as 
most pe.cple use it, there is a conges- 
tion of the lining of the nose, and 
besides a very ineffective cleansing 
of the nasal cavity. • 


Likewise there is a right and -wrong 
way to spray the nasal passages, sup- 
posing disease makes spraying de- 
sirable. The 
atomizer—not 
nebu- 


lizer—should have a horizontal barrel 
or lube, never a vertical or upward 
pointing tip. The nasal passages run 
straight back from the no-striis to the 
upper throat, not upward. Hence, in 
order to spray a cleansing or medi- 
cinal solution thoroughly in the nasal 
cavity you must, direct the stream 
horizontally backward as 
you 
sit 


If you direct the spray up- 


ward it strikes the sensitive roof of 
the passage and irritates and does 
not go tar enough back to do any 
good.
